]\Iy  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentleaien, 

I  beg'  to  submit,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
abridged  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1941. 

The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  a  further  drop  in  the 
civil  population  of  Norwich  to  111,810.  The  birth  rate  has 
increased  to  13'32  and  the  death  rate  has  decreased  to  13'99. 

Miss  F.  G.  O.  Moorcroft,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home, 
resigned  on  11th  February  to  take  up  another  post.  She  was 
here  for  approximately  six  years,  and  I  was  very  sorry  to  lose 
her  collaboration.  Her  untiring  zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  her 
work  was  very  refreshing  to  others  and  an  inspiration  to  her 
Staff,  and  she  gave  zealous  care  to  her  patients.  She  gave  very 
great  help  to  Dr.  Bow  in  the  organisation  of  the  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  Service  when  this  work  was  taken  over  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  as  a  result  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936.  I  wish  her  the 
best  of  success  in  her  future  career.  Miss  D.  B.  Lane  was 
appointed  to  succeed  her  and  took  up  duties  on  1st  March,  1941. 

1941  was  a  comparatively  successful  year  in  spite  of  the  War 
which,  so  far  as  this  City  was  concerned,  at  any  rate  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year,  had  rather  a  quiet  period.  With  the 
exception  of  a  very  small  rise  in  diphtheria,  and  some  activity 
in  whooping  cough,  the  infectious  diseases  were  less  than  in  1940. 

The  new  power  to  deal  with  scabies  and  vermin  by  the 
Scabies  Order,  1941,  is  very  valuable  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  will  be  continued  and  even  improved  after  the  War. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  dropped  t6  49T,  a  more  re¬ 
spectable  figure  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and  a  little  nearer 
to  that  to  which  we  have  become  accustomed  of  recent  years. 
Hov'ever,  the  still-birth  rate  rose  to  39'35  per  1000  total  births. 
The  maternal  mortality  rate  also*  showed  a  decrease  to  1‘99  per 
1000  live  births. 

This  seems  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  protest  with  the 
utmost  vigour  at  my  command  against  the  employment  of 
women  who  have  children.  I  am  in  no  position  to  express  any 
opinion  on  the  country’s  needs  for  labour  and  it  may  be  essential 
to  employ  such  women  but,  in  my  view,  they  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  go  out  to  work  until  every  other  source  of  labour  has 
been  utterly  exhausted,  and^  that  certainly  has  not  occurred  here 
yet. 
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With  regard  to  tuberculosis,  notifications  of  both  pulmonary 
and  non-pulmonary  forms  rose,  but  with  regard  to  the  deaths, 
while  the  non-pulmonary  remain  stationary,  the  pulmonary 
dropped  appreciably  to  a  total  of  57,  as  compared  with  65  in 
>1940  and  78  in  1989.  This  is  the  smallest  number  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  deaths  recorded  in  this  City,  at  least  since  1893,  but 
owing  to  the  decreased  population  the  rate  per  1000  is  not  quite 
the  lowest  we  have  had.  It  is  possible  that  the  transference  of 
population,  owing  to  War  causes,  may  have  had  some  effect  on 
this,  although  it  is  not  clear  why  this  should  be  as  we  are  having 
transferred  to  us  the  deaths  assignable  to  this  area.  As  this 
experience  does  not  seem  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  rest  of 
the  country  at  present,  it  is  of  interest  at  the  present  moment  to 
add  that  this  reduction  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  deaths  has 
continued  so  far  in  1942.  Cancer  showed  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  and  the  rate. 


The  number  of  persons  on  the  blind  register  again  increased 
to  404.  During  the  year  an  increase  of  the  payment  to  the 
Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind  was  made.  There  are  certain 
aspects  of  the  financial  arrangements  now  in  force  wfith  regard 
to  the  Blind  Persons  Act  which  seem  rather  unfair,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  when  these  financial  matters  come  to  be  reviewed 
some  adjustment  will  be  possible  between  the  Authorities 
concerned. 

A  point  of  interest  and  importance  arises  from  the  Registrar- 
f General’ s  figures  in  his  Mortality  Table,  and  that  is  in  connection 
with  appendicitis.  The  Registrar-General  reports  that  we  have 
had  only  one  death  in  1941  from  appendicitis.  It  is  a  very  small 
number,  as  shown  by  the  following  figures  giving  the  number 
of  deaths  according  to  the  Registrar-General  registered  in  this 
City  for  the  past  15  years  : —

.  The  cause  for  this  decrease  is  not  at  present  clear,  but  it  is 
certainly  a  matter  for  congratulation  either  to  the  surgeons  for 
the  improved  results  of  their  skill  or  to  the  physicians  and  general 
practitioners  for  earlier  and  better  diagnosis  securing  earlier 
treatment  or  to  the  citizens  for  some  alteration  which  has  pro¬ 
duced  this  happy  result.  The  exact  figures  are  difficult  to  obtain, 
but  there  is  a  general  impression  that  the  number  of  cases  for 
operation  remains  as  high  as  ever.  One  suggestion  is  that  this 
improved  result  is  associated  with  intravenous  treatment  of  the 
patient  with  a  sulphonamide  drug.  However  that  may  be,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  these  results  continue.

During  the  year  220  medical  examinations  of  employees  or 
candidates  for  posts  were  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the 
department. 

In  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Departments  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  and  attention  was  directed  towards  the  salvage 
of  paper,  tins,  etc.,  and  also  to  the  production  of  pig  and  poultry 
food  from  waste  food  with  very  good  results  from  a  financial  and 
national  point  of  view,  due  to  Mr.  Kirby’s  able  and  energetic 
efforts. 

The  Staff  changes  continue  to  occur,  and  much  credit  is  due 
to  the  Chief  Clerks  and  Heads  of  Sections  for  their  struggles  to 
keep  up  the  high  standards  of  work.  I  am  very  pleased  to 
express  my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Staff,  including 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Section,  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the 
Maternity  Home,  who  have  carried  out  their  work  in  a  praise¬ 
worthy  fashion. 

Sincere  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  members  of 
my  Committees  for  the  support  and  collaboration  I  have  had 
from  them.

GENERAL. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  ^\■ar  has  brought  a  series  of  changes.  As  a  whole,  these 
do  not  yet  appear  to  have  affected  adversely  the  health  of  the 
population,  with  a  possible  exception  that  still-births  and  deaths, 
due  to  prematurity,  have  perhaps  been  increased.  It  is  not  clear 
yet  whether  that  is  due  to  nutritional  causes  in  the  mothers  or  to 
their  anxiety.  However,  the  war  is  also  improving  our  opportun¬ 
ities  in  some  respects.  One  instance  of  this  is  the  Scabies  Order 
wliich  gives  us  much  furth.er  powers,  which  amount  tO'  duties,  to 
deal  with  scabies  or  any  other  vermin.  Another  factor  which,  in 
due  course  will  give  us  great  opportunities,  is  the  destruction 
caused  by  enemy  action.  Before  reconstruction  in  the  damaged 
areas  is  allowed  to  take  place,  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
secure  im])roved  standards  for  the  future.  One  instance  of  this 
is  the  opportunity  to  demand  some  natural  daylight  in  those  shops 
which  have  been  destroyed.  It  is  generally  recognised  now  that 
good  lighting  in  factories  has  been  shown  to  be  a  matter  of  im¬ 
portance  and  daylight  has  been  found  to  be  desirable.  Moreover, 
in  order  to  carry  this  work  out  satisfactorily,  it  is  essential  to  have 
a  standard  which  can  be  demanded.  Some  of  this  reconstruction 
will  be  necessary  in  Norwich  but  the  general  aspect  of  reconstruc¬ 
tion,  coupled  with  such  other  matters  as  the  vShops  Acts,  should 
be  viewed  nationally  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  central  author¬ 
ity  will  take  this  opportunity  to  demand  in  any  reconstruction  a 
minimum  standard  of  natural  light  and  ventilation. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  arrangements  remained  unchanged.  865  specimens  of 
■sputum  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  at  the  Public  Health 
Offices.  Reference  is  made  to  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  food  on  pages  17-19.

School  Clinics  are  referred  to  on  pages  46-49. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinics  remained 
unchanged.  2009  specimens  were  sent  to^  the  laboratory  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  1106  from  the  clinics,  798  from 
Hospitals  and  other  Institutions,  and  105  from  private  practi¬ 
tioners.  294  males  and  201  females  attended  the  Clinics  during 
the  year,  of  whom  205  males  and  121  females  were  new  cases. 

The  IMedical  Superintendent  of  the  Mental  Hospital  informs 
me  that  4  male  and  8  female  general  paralytics  were  admitted  to 
that  Institution  during  the  year. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  at  Churchman  House,, 
and  is  referred  to  on  pages  36-37.  Clinics  held  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  receive  comment  on  pages 
21-23.

The  Council  provides  accommodation  at  Eaton  Grange 
■'Certified  Institution  for  high  grade  female  adult  defectives.  The 
number  on  the  books  on  the  31st  December  was  60.  The  average 
attendance  at  the  occupation  centre  there  was  12.  On  the  31st 
December,  130  Norwich  cases  had  been  accepted  at  Little 
Plumstead  Colony.  18  beds  are  also  reserved  and  occupied  at 
the  Royal  Eastern  Counties’  Institution,  Colchester. 

SAMITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  arrangements  for  the  production  and  super¬ 
vision  of  the  water  supply,  and  the  supervision  of  the  staff 
remained  unchanged.  During  the  year,  of  312  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  City’s  supplied  water  by  the  City  Analyst  14, 
or  4‘49%',  showed  the  presence  of  presumptive  members  of  the 
B.Coli-Aerogenes  group  in  100  m.l.  Of  these  14  samples,  9  were 
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submitted  to  the  bacteriologist,  who  reported  1  to  be  B.Coli,  faecal 
type.  The  Water  Engineer  reports  that  works  of  extension  of 
water  mains  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  as 
under  :  —

Public  Cleansing  and  Sanitary  Inspection,  etc.  The  work 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  summarised  as  follows : — 

119,640  cubic  yards  (approximately  29,465  tons)  of  house  and 
trade  refuse  were  collected  and  disposed  of  at  Harford  Refuse 
Tip  (excluding  292  tons  of  Kitchen  waste  and  40'7  tons  of  Paper). 
In  addition,  1144  loads  of  trade  and  other  refuse  were  disposed 
of  at  this  Tip  by  private  firms,  a  charge  being  made  according  to 
the  tonnage  of  the  vehicle.  55  loads  of  privy  bin  refuse  were 
disposed  of  on  farms;  in  addition,  1680  loads  from  Air  Raid 
Shelters  and  Wardens’  Posts  were  collected  and  disposed  of 
through  the  City  sewer. 

1274  nuisances  were  detected;  1439  special  complaints  have 
been  investigated  and  2363  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

18  visits  were  made  to  houses-let-in-lodgings;  75  to  common 
lodging  houses;  60  to  offensive  trade  premises;  26  to  tents,  vans 
and  sheds;  36  to  piggeries;  225  meetings  of  owners  and  trades¬ 
men  have  been  held.  70  drains  were  tested,  of  which  25  were 
found  to  be  defective;  26  were  reconstructed. 

31,204  baits  have  been  laid  for  rats  and  mice,  and  3721  rats 
were  known  to  be  killed.  343  complaints  were  received.  58  new 
contracts  for  the  services  of  the  rat  catcher  were  signed. 


Factories.  The  total  number  of  factories  on  the  register 
using  mechanical  power  was  466;  not  using  mechanical  power 
178.  121  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises;  5  notices  were 
served.  49  defects  were  found,  of  which  37  were  remedied. 
8  factories  are  obtaining  the  water  supply  from  a  source  other 
than  the  Council’s  supply.  These  supplies  are  examined  quarterly 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  the  results  being  forwarded  to  the  Medical 
OfiScer  of  Health. 

Shops,  Offices,  etc.  358  shops,  offices,  etc.,  have  been  in¬ 
spected.  474  re-inspections  were  made,' and  58  notices  or  letters 
sent.  103  contraventions  were  abated. 
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Open=air  Baths.  Lakenham  Bath.  8  samples  were  taken  on 
4  occasions  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis,  and  the 
bacteriological  counts  per  c.c.  were  700,  1500,  2020,  3000,  3900, 
4500,  9300  and  10,700.  B.  Coli  was  found  to  be  present  in  •!  c.c. 
in  all  samples. 

Eagle  Baths.  (2  baths  situated  together  and  taking  supply 
from  same  source.)  4  samples  were  taken  on  2  occasions  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  and  the  bacteriological 
counts  per  c.c.  were  800,  2100,  7500,  and  8000;  B.  Coli  was 
found  to  be  present  in  1  c.c.  in  3  samples,  and  in  -01  c.c.  in  1 
sample.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  3  Council  houses  and  18  other 
houses  were  found  to  be  infected  with  bed  bugs.  These  were 
either  treated  with  Zaldecide  or  fumigated  with  Hydrocyanic 
Acid  (H.CN.)  gas  in  Zyklon  form.  The  furniture  of  all  families 
is  fumigated  before  being  moved  iiito^  Corporation  houses,  with 
the  exception  of  Assisted  Scheme  1919  houses.  New  houses  are 
inspected  periodically  by  the  Rent  Collectors. 

IPISPECTION  AND  SUPERViSiOM  OF  FOOD. 

{a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  from  a  chemical  standpoint  remained 
good.  Cowkeepers  numbered  3,  with  approximately  160  cows. 
75  retailers  of  milk  reside  in  the  City  and  55  outside.  The  In¬ 
spectors  made  134  inspections  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk  shops. 

Licences  were  granted  as  follows  :  — Producers  of  Accredited 
Milk,  2;  Retailers  of  Tuberculin  Tested,  5;  Accredited  3;  Pasteur¬ 
ised,  2. 
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11  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  29  of  Accredited  Milk 
were  bacteriologically  examined.  3  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
and  4  of  Accredited  Milk  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test, 
and  3  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  8  of  Accredited  Milk 
failed  to  pass  the  B.  Coli  Test.  In  all  cases  letters  of  warning 
were  sent  to  the  vendors. 

19  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  examined  bacteriologic¬ 
ally;  1  sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  a  letter  of  warning  was  sent 
to  the  vendor.  The  Phosphatase  Test  was  satisfactory  in  each 
case.  17  samples  of  Ordinary  Milk  were  bacteriologically 
examined  under  the  Graded  Milk  standards  and  9  failed  to  pass 
the  tests. 

142  samples  were  taken  of  milk  supplied  by  producers  resid¬ 
ing  outside  the  City  for  examination  by  animal  inoculation  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  4  samples  were  positive  (2'81%), 
and  the  cases  were  referred  to  the  County  INIedical  Officer  of 
Health.  This  Officer  informed  me  that  3  Tuberculous  cows  were 
traced  and  slaughtered.  The  fourth  sample  was  taken  from  a  herd, 
from  which  4  cows  were  sold  at  a  Collecting  Centre  on  30th 
August,  1941.  5  group  samples  taken  subsequently  were  all 

certified  non-tuberculous.  30  samples  were  taken  from  milk  pro¬ 
ducers  in  the  City  for  similar  examination.  3  were  positive,  two 
of  which  were  taken  from  one  producer.  2  Tuberculous  cows 
were  slaughtered  as  a  result  of  these  samples. 

{b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Frequent  inspections  of  retail  butchers’  shops  and  market 
stalls  are  made  by  the  Inspectors.  All  meat  found  to  be  diseased 
and  unfit  for  food  is  collected  by  a  Contractor  authorised  by  the 
IMinistry  of  P'ood.  1047  visits  were  paid  tO'  slaughterhouses 
requisitioned  by  The  Government  and  the  carcases  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  therein  were  inspected.  4890  cattle,  1858  calves, 
8722  sheep  and  lambs,  and  11,103  pigs,  a  total  of  26,573  animals 
were  slaughtered.

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Other  foods  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  comprised  7  stones  bacon,  123  stones  fish,  42  stones  smoked 
haddock,  15  lbs.  kippers,  190  lbs.  brawn,  32  lbs.  ham,  70  lbs. 
syrup,  23  lbs.  cheese,  107  tins  fruit,  30  lbs.  tinned  vegetables, 
51  lbs.  of  jam,  49  eggs,  139  tins  evaporated  milk,  314  lbs.  fruit, 
30  lbs.  tea,  5  tins  salmon,  24  lbs.  chopped  ham. 

There  were  107  bakehouses  on  the  register  (although  some 
were  not  being  used)  and  250  visits  were  paid  to  these.  Cleansing 
and  liniewashing  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  premises  kept  in 
as  reasonably  a  satisfactory  condition  as  there  are  powers  to 
enforce. 

168  visits  have  been  made  to  Restaurant  Kitchens  and  these 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  clean  and  proper  condition. 

(c)  Adulteration. 

404  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs — 57  taken  informally — were 
submitted  for  analysis.  32  formal  samples  of  milk,  1  of  lard, 
1  of  tinned  roast  pork  and  1  of  butter  were  found  tO’  be  adulter¬ 
ated. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  in  8  cases  of  adulterated  milk 
and  fines  were  imposed  ranging  from  10/-  and  15/-  costs  to 
and  15/-  costs.  One  case  was  dismissed.  Proceedings  were  also 
instituted  in  respect  of  the  lard,  tinned  roast  pork  and  butter,  and 
the  results  were  as  follows: — Lard,  £2  and  18/6d.  costs; 
Tinned  roast  pork,  £2  and  15/-  costs;  Butter,  dismissed.  Letters 
of  warning  were  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  respect  of  all  the 
other  adulterated  formal  samples.  In  15  cases  the  samples  were 
either  taken  in  course  of  delivery  or  were  “appeal  to  the  cow” 
samples,  or  taken  in  respect  of  these  samples.  In  addition,  370 
samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  the  Gerber  process.  6  were  not 
up  to  standard  and  further  samples  were  taken  in,  consequence. 

I  application  for  the  registration  of  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  making  ice  cream  and  2  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  meat 
were  granted. 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  is  : — ice  cream,  294 
(many  of  which  were  not  in  use)  ;  preserved  meat,  221.  37  and 

86'6  visits  were  made  to  ice  cream  and  preserved  meat  premises 
respectively. 
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MIDWIFERY,  MATERNITY  AND 
CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

(a)  Midwives. 

(i.)  Employed  by  Local  Authority.  14  midwives  and  1 
non-medical  supervisor  of  midwives  on  the  district,  and  9  at  the 
Maternity  Home  (‘2  temporarily). 

(ii.)  Private  Midwives.  2  in  Institutions  and  3  on  the 
district.  This  number  includes  1  midwife  who  resides  outside  the 
area,  but  who  occasionally  practises  within  the  area. 

(b)  Midwifery  Service. 

(i.)  Domiciliary.  The  Council’s  domiciliary  midwifery 
service  is  controlled  from  the  Maternity  Home.  745  confinements 
(excluding  24  cases  of  miscarriage)  were  attended  (837  in  1940). 
Doctors  were  engaged  in  155  cases.  4231  ante-natal  visits  were 
made  to  patients’  own  homes.  Nursing  visits  after  labour 
numbered  12,750.  10  patients  who  had  been  discharged  before 

the  expiration  of  the  lying-in  period,  i.e.,  14  days,  from  the 
Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital  (9)  and  Woodlands  Hospital  (1) 
were  visited.  235  visits  were  made  to  65  patients  similarly  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Maternity  Home.  There  were  25  still-births 
(including  1  still-birth  each  of  2  sets  of  twins)  on  the  district, 
representing  3'4%  of  the  cases  attended.  9  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  occurred,  with  1  ultimately  resulting  in  death  (Miliary 
T.B.).  7  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(ii.)  The  City  of  Norwich  Maternity  Home.  The  adminis¬ 
trative  arrangements  remained  unchanged.  Ante-natal  and  post¬ 
natal  clinics  have  been  held  and  are  referred  to  on  pages  21-22. 
326  mothers  were  confined  in  the  Home,  29  less  than  in  1940. 
Doctors  were  engaged  in  27  cases.  1  case  was  transferred  to  a 
private  nursing  home,  as  no  bed  was  available,  this  practice 
having  been  largely  avoided  by  the  continuance  of  the  system 
of  sending  patients  home  before  the  expiration  of  fourteen  days 
and  giving  subsequent  attention  by  the  Domiciliary  Service  until 
the  completion  of  the  puerperium.  A  number  of  cases  applied 
for  admission,  but  had  to  be  refused  owing  to  lack  of  accommoda¬ 
tion. 

7  still-births  occurred  in  the  Home  and  7  children  died 
within  10'  days  of  birth.  5  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred,  2 
of  which  were  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital;  there  was  no 
death.  Of  6  pupils  who  received  training  at  the  Home,  2  passed 
the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  in  1941;  4  had 
not  taken  the  examination. 
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322  live-births  (including  3  sets  of  twins)  occurred  in  the 
Home  and  728  (including  8  sets  of  twins)  on  the  District,  a  total 
of  1050  of  the  City  live-births  registered.  With  the  121  live-births 
(including  2  sets  of  twins)  at  Woodlands  Hospital  added  to  this, 
the  Council’s  staff  attended  to  77‘6%'  of  the  total  City  live-births 
registered.  The  average  weight  of  children  born  in  the  home 
was  girls  7’20  lbs.;  boys  7'31  lbs.  (excluding  premature  and  still¬ 
births)  . 

Medical  aid  was  required  for  50  babies  and  on  301  occasions 
for  274  mothers,  the  medical  fees  being  paid  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  the  Corporation  in  137  cases. 

(iii.)  Woodlands  Hospital.  5  beds  are  provided  for 
maternity  cases.  124  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  the 
average  duration  of  stay  being  22-6  days.  There  were  6  still-births 
(including  one  of  a  set  of  twins);  4  children  died  within  10  days 
of  birth,  all  being  cases  of  prematurity.  There  were  6  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  all  of  which  were  confined  at  the  Woodlands 
Hospital.  One  death  occurred. 

(c)  Ante=Natal  Clinics  were  held  as  in  the  previous  year, 
wfith  the  addition  of  a  new  clinic  established  at  the  George  White 
School  in  October.  The  latter  was  held  monthly  on  Friday 
afternoons.  During  the  year  1179  expectant  mothers  (1147  in 
1940)  attended  the  Clinics  as  under  :  —

Clinics  to  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital  for  Wassermann  tests, 
with  the  following  results: — 12  positive,  9  doubtful  and  169 
negative.  Smears  for  examination  for  gonococcal  infection  are 
examined  in  the  Ante-natal  Department. 

Of  the  12  mothers  who  gave  positive  results  9  received  treat¬ 
ment.  Of  the  mothers  who  received  treatment  7  gave  birth  to 
a  live  child  (one  ophthalmia)  and  two  had  not  been  confined  at 
the  end  of  the  year;  there  were  no  still-births  or  miscarriages. 
Of  the  three  mothers  who  did  not  receive  treatment,  2  gave  birth 
to  still-born  children  and  there  was  one  live-birth.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  in  the  cases  where  doubtful  results  were  recorded  and 
no  treatment  was  received  that  3  live-births  occurred,  there  was 
1  miscarriage  and  3  had  not  been  confined  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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(d)  The  Post=Natal  Clinics  continued  as  in  1940,  with  the 
addition  of  a  new  clinic  established  at  the  George  White  School.

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  also  held  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  weekly,  at  which  City  and  County 
persons  booked  for  admission  to  or  discharged  from  the  Maternity 
Ward  of  that  Institution  attend.  The  Secretary  of  the  Hospital 
states  that  459  women  made  1084  attendances  at  the  Clinic  during 
the  year,  but  he  was  unable  to  give  separately  the  numbers  in 
respect  of  City  and  County  persons. 

Owing  to  the  increasing  num¬ 
bers  attending  the  St.  Barnabas  Infant  Welfare  Centre  it  was 
found  necessary  to  hold  an  additional  session  on  Wednesday 
mornings  from  15th  October.  Apart  from  this  the  arrangements 
were  the  same  as  in  1940.

ISSUE  OF  FRESH  MILK  AND  DRIED  FOODS  TO 

MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

Owing  to  the  operation  of  the  National  Milk  Scheme  it 
was  only  necessary  tO'  issue  a  supplementary  supply  of  liquid  milk 
tO'  one  expectant  mother  from  9.9.41  to  1.12.41;  38  pints  of  milk 
were  supplied  to  this  person  through  the  Council’s  Scheme.  The 
issue  of  dried  milk  to  children  under  one  year  was  continued 
during  1941,  although  owing  to  the  National  Dried  Milk  Scheme 
the  number  of  packets  supplied  was  very  much  less  than  for 
previous  years.  3485.  packets  of  dried  food  were  issued,  1655  at 
“cost”,  397  at  “half  cost”  and  1433  free.  In  addition,  2263 
packets  of  National  Dried  Milk  were  issued  free,  and  3247  at  “full 
cost.”

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 
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Dental  Treatment,  etc. 

The  arrangements  for  Dental  Treatment  remain  the  same. 
266  mothers  were  treated  for  the  first  time ;  a  total  of  990 
attendances  were  made.  135  were  provided  with  artificial 
dentures.  Extractions  numbered  1445,  and  fillings  and  other 
operations  556.  359  general  anaesthetics  were  administered  in 

266  cases.  194  children  under  5  years  of  age,  who  attend  no 
school,  were  treated,  making  195  attendances.  General 
anaesthetics  were  administered  in  168  cases;  483  teeth  were 
extracted.  In  93  cases  in  which  dental  mechanical  work  was 
provided,  the  Committee  asked  the  mothers  to  contribute  towards 
the  cost. 

39  children  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  clinics  were  referred 
to  the  School  Eye  Clinics  at  Churchman  House.  Glasses  were 
recommended  for  15  children,  and  these  were  obtained  through 
the  contractors  to  the  Education  Authority.  In  15  cases  (includ¬ 
ing  repairs  in  cases  recommended  previously)  the  Committee  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  parents  were  able  to  pay  for  the  glasses. 

315  children  under  school  age  attended  the  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic  at  Churchman  House;  46  were  found  to  have  defects  which 
required  treatment. 

The  treatment  of  all  known  cases  of  children  under  the  age 
of  5  years  with  discharging  ears  is  carried  out  at  their  homes  by 
Cavell  Nurses.  45  children  under  school  age  (all  new  cases)  were 
examined  and  received  treatment.  77  children  under  5  years  and 
not  attending  school,  were  either  supplied  with  surgical  appli¬ 
ances  or  had  their  shoes  wedged.  Parents  were  asked  to  contri¬ 
bute  towards  the  cost  in  50'  cases. 

INvSTiTUTlONAE  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR 

CHILDREN. 

In  addition  to  the  mothers’  accommodation  at  the  Maternity 
Home  (see  page  20) ,  mothers  and  children  are  accommodated  at 
Woodlands  Hospital  and  children  at  the  Children’s  Homes. 

health  visitors. 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors,  who  also  act  as  School  Nurses, 
remain  the  same.  During  the  year  they  paid  283  visits  to 
expectant  mothers,  6860  visits  to  children  under  1  year — 1230  of 
these  being  first  visits — and  8359  to  children  between  1  and  5 
years  of  age.  The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Visitor  and  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  during  the  year 
was  17270. 
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CHII^D  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  duties  of  the  local  authority  with  regard  to  Child  Life 
Protection  are  discharged  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee.  19  new  persons  were  registered  for  the  reception  of 
children,  the  total  number  of  registered  persons  at  the  end  of  the 
year  being  71,  with  31  of  whom  children  were  boarded-out.  28 
new  children  were  boarded-out  during  the  year;  23  registered 
homes  were  removed  from  the  register  for  various  reasons.  27 
children  ceased  to  come  under  the  ])rovisions  of  the  Act,  includ¬ 
ing  5  who  removed  to  other  areas.  The  total  number  of  children 
under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  39. 

The  Child  Life  Protection  Visitor  paid  292  visits  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  inspecting  homes  and  children  and  conducting  48  special 
investigations,  i.e.,  re  maintenance,  cases  of  neglect,  etc. 

STILL-BIRTHS. 

oB  still-births  were  registered,  3  of  which  were  illegitimate. 
7  occurred  at  the  Maternity  Home  (1  County),  23  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  Domiciliary  Midwdfery  Service,  and  6  at  the 
Woodlands  Hospital. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  death  from  Sepsis,  representing  a  maternal 
death  rate  of  1)‘66  per  1000  live  births.  Other  “Maternal  causes” 
produced  2  deaths  representing  a  death  rate  of  1'33  per  1000  live 
births.  Investigations  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  maternal 
deaths  were  made  as  in  previous  years. 

Facilities  for  Consultanis .  The  arrangements  for  provid¬ 
ing  Consultants  in  difficult  maternity  cases  operated  in  15  cases. 
Of  11  cases  which  were  considered,  the  Committee  felt  justified 
in  asking  the  patients  to  pay  the  wdiole  or  part  of  the  Consultant’s 
fee  in  8  cases;  4  cases  had  not  been  considered  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  No  death  occurred  in  those  cases  to  whom  a  Consultant 
was  called. 


Ante-natal  Care.  The  examination,  when  necessary,  of 
IDatients  from  the  Municipal  Ante-natal  Clinics  by  the  specialist 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued.  17  cases  were 
referred  during  the  year,  the  Committee  feeling  justified  in  ask¬ 
ing  the  patients  to  contribute  tow^ards  the  cost  in  8  cases.  5  cases 
had  not  been  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  3  applications 
were  received  from  midwives  for  compensation  and  this  was 
granted  in  each  case. 
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Post-natal  Care.  The  arrangements  made  during  1940  by 
which  patients  attending  the  Municipal  Post-natal  Clinic  can  be 
examined  by  the  specialist  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
continued.  1  case  was  referred,  but  the  Committee  did  not  feel 
justified  in  asking  the  patient  to  contribute  to  the  Consultant’s 
fee. 

Home  Helps.  The  previous  arrangements  continued.  In 
spite  of  the  age  limit  being  reduced,  there  was  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  suitable  persons  available  for  this  service;  there  w^ere 
5  at  the  end  of  the  year.  75  women  received  assistance  during 
the  year,  and  each  contributed  towards  the  cost. 

Lactation  Grants.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  continued  the  policy  of  granting  a  weekl}^  sum  to  nursing 
mothers,  who,  prior  to  their  confinements  were  in  employment, 
thus  enabling  them  to  remain  away  from  work  and  breast-feed, 
their  infants,  until  June,  1941,  when  it  was  resolved  by  this 
Committee  that  :  — 

“The  Social  Welfare  Committee  be  asked  to  deal,  uncon- 
ditionalh",  with  similar  cases  in  the  future,  subject  to  each 
case  being  approved  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  but 
that  in  the  event  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
being  unable  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  such 
cases  to  be  dealt  with  forthwith,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
be  authorised  to  consult  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  as 
heretofore.” 

The  Social  Welfare  Committee  replied  that  they  could  not 
deal  unconditionally  with  these  cases. 

Two  cases,  both  unmarried  mothers,  w^ere  assisted  for  a 
short  period.  After  June,  1941,  three  cases  were  recommended  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  for 
consideration  by  the  Social  Welfare  Committee,  and  pending  the 
Social  Welfare  Committee’s  decision,  three  persons  (all  unmarried 
mothers)  were  paid  a  grant  of  10/-  per  week. 

A  dniission  of  Ab7iormal  Patients  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital.  The  Council  accepted  financial  responsibility  for  42 
cases  during  the  year;  responsibility  for  12  cases  was  refused. 

ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Orthopaedic  clinics  are  held  at  the  local  Hospitals,  usually 
on  Saturday  mornings.  Until  the  end  of  July,  Mr.  H.  A. 
Brittain,  F.R.C.S.,  was  in  attendance,  but  after  that  time  his 
duties  were  taken  over  by  Mr.  McKee,  F.R.C.vS.,  as  Mr.  Brittain 
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joined  H.M.  Forces.  Assistance  is  given  at  these  clinics  by  the 
Council’s  Orthopaedic  Masseuse.  96  new  cases  of  children  under 
5  years  of  age,  and  178  children  continuing  treatment  from  the 
previous  year  were  seen,  at  the  Clinics. 

17  children  received  institutional  treatment  at  the  Jenny  Lind 
Hospital;  4  children  were  sent  to  Cawston  Manor.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  for  financial  assistance  of  5/-  per  week  from  the  Norfolk 
Hospitals  Contributors’  Association  in  certain  cases  continued. 
Further  reference  to  orthopaedic  treatment  is  made  on  page  48. 

CONTRACEPTIVE  CLINIC. 

The  Council  continued  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  £12 
to  the  Voluntary  Clinic  at  Pitt  Street. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

One  Mixed  Home  was  closed.  Registered  Homes  at  the  end 
of  the  year  were  as  follows  :  Maternity  Homes  (2);  Nursing 
Homes  (non-Maternity)  (2);  Mixed  Homes  (3).  Two  institutions 
are  exempt.  Every  effort  is  made  to  discover  any  unregistered 
nursing  homes.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  BABIES’  ANTI-GAS  HELMETS,  ETC. 

The  issue  and  exchange  of  Babies’  Anti-Gas  Helmets  and 
small  Children’s  Respirators  continued.  1331  Babies’  Anti-Gas 
Helmets  were  issued,  making  a  total  of  5622  issued  since  the 
commencement  of  hostilities;  3597  of  these  have  been  returned. 
1465  small  Children’s  Respirators  were  issued,  making  a  total  of 
5477;  1579  of  these  have  been  returned. 

The  issue  of  special  respirators  for  persons  with  respiratory 
troubles  was  commenced  in  March.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  458 
respirators  with  outlet  valves,  and  52  hood  type  respirators  had 
been  issued  to  the  public. 
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DISTRIBUTION  OF  FRUIT  JUICES  AND  COD  RIVER  OIR. 

Co-operating  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  distribution,  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 
of  supplies  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  Juices  to  children  under  2 
years  of  age.  The  arrangements  commenced  on  8th  December 
and  are  working  satisfactorily.  Some  children  are  supplied  direct 
from  the  City  Hall. 

CLOTHES  RATIONINCx. 

The  distribution  of  Supplementary  Clothing  Coupons  to 
expectant  mothers  was  commenced  on  8th  December,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  911  mothers  had  been  supplied  with  50  coupons 
eahh. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND 
ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

On  the  whole  the  infectious  diseases  in  Norwich  were  fairly 
quiet  in  1941.  The  table  on  page  29  gives  the  actual  figures. 
Although  Diphtheria  had  a  very  slight  rise  to  51  cases  with  4 
deaths,  this  is  low  as  compared  with  the  usual  years.  We  remain 
in  the  trough  of  the  wave  at  present.  The  Scarlet  Fever  figures 
were  slightly  lower,  as  were  those  for  the  Pneumonias.  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  .showed  a  welcome  decrease,  although  the  number 
of  cases  notified,  i.e.,  16,  is  distinctly  above  the  numbers  usually 
notified  before  the  War.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  fever 
was  also'  reduced,  but  it  is  a  little  difficult  to  compare  the 
Mortality  Rate  with  the  pre-war  Mortality  Rates,  as  the  disease 
varies  so  much  from  outbreak  to  outbreak.  3  cases  of  Paratyphoid 
were  notified  and  2  of  Typhoid  of  City  residents,  but  in  only  one 
instance,  a  case  of  paratyphoid  “B”,  were  we  able  to  trace  the 
cause.  1  carrier  of  each  disease  was  discovered  during  the  year. 
1  case  of  Paratyphoid  “A”  Fever  was  notified,  but  this  was  a 
Military  case  and  confirmation  was  a  little  difficult  to  obtain.  The 
diagnosis  was  made  on  the  Widal  reaction  in  addition  to  the  fact 
that  the  man  Avas  ill.  Dysentery  showed  a  slight  increase  in 
actual  numbers  notified,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  suspect  that 
there  was  a  genuine  increase  in  the  actual  number  of  cases.  Dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  the  dysentery  bacillus  Avere  concerned  in  the 
various  notifications.  As  the  Committee’s  permission  to  medical 
practitioners  to  send  specimens  to  the  bacteriologists  for  examina¬ 
tion  becomes  more  generally  used,  we  may  expect  the  number  of 
notifications  of  this  disease  to  rise  for  a  time.  The  Measles 
figures  were  rather  large  for  a  non-measles  year,  but  this  was 
really  the  final  stage  of  the  outbreak  Avhich  occurred  in  the 
autumn  of  1940.  Whooping  Cough  was  the  only  infectious 
disease  which  was  really  active  in  1941,  and  in  this  connection  it 
is  well  to  remember  that  Avhooping  cough  is  now  a  notifiable 
infectious  disease  so  that  we  may  expect  to  get  a  more  complete 
list  of  all  the  cases.  Scabies  is  not  ordinarily  a  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  HoAvever,  the  Health  Committee  at  its  meet¬ 
ing  on  25th  November,  1941,  decided  to  pay  general  practitioners 
the  usual  notification  fee  if  they  notified  a  case  to  the  M.O.H., 
and  special  forms  have  been  obtained  for  this.  This  provision 
had  not  time  to  take  much  effect  by  the  end  of  1941.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  LABORATORY. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  continues  to  retain  the  confidence  of 
the  citizens.  This  is  all  the  more  praiseworthy  because  of  the 
conditions  under  which  it  has  laboured.  It  is  disfigured  with 
sandbags  and  brick  walls  erected  in  places  where  one  in  peace 
time  would  not  desire  a  brick  wall.  The  light  and  ventilation 
in  the  wards  is  affected  by  black-out,  splinter-proof  shutters,  etc. 
Rationing,  of  course,  produces  some  difficulties  and  certainly 
extra  work.  Nevertheless,  the  patients  have  been  well  looked 
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after  and  the  hospital  has  been  always  a  great  stand-by  as  an  easy 
and  ready  recipient  of  a  very  heterogeneous  collection  of  patients, 
frequently  unwanted  by  other  institutions  yet  urgently  needing 
institutional  treatment.  This  particularly  applies  to  marasmus 
babies  as  in  this  institution  at  least  there  is  no  intention  of 
separating  the  mother  from  her  baby  or  a  baby  from  the  mother. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  cases  admitted  was  834. 
This  number,  with  46  remaining  from  1940,  gives  a  total  of  880 
under  treatment  for  the  year.

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Admissions  numbered  428,  including  3  cases  of  Paratyphoid, 
2  of  Typhoid,  31  Measles,  11  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  24 
Whooping  Cough,  and  8  Rubella.  There  were  13  deaths,  3  from 
Whooping  Cough,  2  each  from  T.B.  Meningitis  and  Broncho¬ 
pneumonia,  and  1  each  from  Measles,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
Gastro-Enteritis,  Premature  Birth,  Phthisis  and  Parturition 
and  Rheumatism.  The  average  stay  was  16’87  days  (excluding 
the  Paratyphoid  and  Typhoid  cases). 

TUBERCUEOSIS. 

2  Ward  blocks  were  in  use  for  the  isolation  of  cases  (mostly 
advanced)  up  to  the  outbreak  of  the  War,  since  when  one  Ward 
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block  has  been  in  use.  31  males  and  22  females  were  admitted, 
6  males  and  7  females  died.  20  males  and  12  females  were  dis¬ 
charged  to  their  own  homes,  and  1  male  to  Kelling  Sanatorium, 
The  average  stay  was  114’34  days. 

COUNTY  CASES.

LABORATORY  WORK. 

2570  specimens  were  examined,  exclusive  of  865  specimens 
examined  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  OflBcer  at  the  Public 
Health  Department. 


STAFF. 

4  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  amongst  the  Staff ;  1 
Nurse  contracted  Scarlet  Fever;  2  Nurses  contracted  Catarrhal 
Jaundice,  and  1  Nurse  contracted  Mumps.  The  Nurse  wffa  con¬ 
tracted  vScarlet  Fever  had  been  immunised,  but  had  a  severe  attack 
of  the  disease  due  to  sinus  infection. 

I  thank  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  thoroughly 
satisfactory  work,  with  a  special  note  for  their  resources  and 
adaptability  in  coping  with  any  sort  of  case  that  may  be  sent  to 
them .

pulmonary  0*563  and  non-pulmonary  0*095. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  months  ;  — 

Pulmonary  :  January  6,  February  3,  March  8,  April  4,  May  6, 
June  7,  July  3,  August  4,  September  5,  October  5, 
November  1,  December  5.  Total  57. 

Non-pulmonary  :  January  1,  February  1,  March  1,  April  — , 
May  3,  June  1,  July  1,  August  3,  September  — , 
October  — ,  November  — ,  December  — .  Total  11. 

Dispensary  Work.  The  arrangements  were  as  in  1940.  The 
Clinical  Tuberculosis  Ofihcer  made  1349  examinations,  including 
contacts  at  the  Clinic  and  89  at  the  patients’  homes.  88  contacts 
were  examined  for  the  first  time,  excluding  contacts  examined  at 
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the  School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  286  X-ray 
examinations  were  made  of  274  pulmonary  and  12  non-pulmonary 
cases.  865  sputum  examinations  were  done  during  the  year, 
including  those  for  general  practitioners. 

The  services  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  have  fre¬ 
quently  been  utilised  for  examination  of  cases  referred  from  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  Medical  Boards  and  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

37  patients  were  referred  for  dental  treatment  at  Churchman 
House.  Dentures  were  supplied  in  8  cases.  Operative  measures, 
e.g.,  artificial  pneumothorax  and  phrenicectomy  were  arranged 
through  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  or,  where  the  patient 
was  in  a  sanatorium,  through  the  arrangements  of  the  Sanatorium 
Authority. 

Home  Visits. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  in  addition  to  134  primary 
visits,  made  1180  re-visits  to  old  cases.  1567  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Cavell  Nurses,  205  of  which  were  made  for  temperature  pulse 
records  for  diagnostic  purposes;  the  remainder  were  for  home 
nursing. 


Institutional  Treatment. 

(i.)  35  beds  are  reserved  at  Kelling  Sanatorium;  additional 

beds  are  taken  temporarily  as  required.  9  beds  are  reserved  for 
women  at  Bramblewood  Sanatorium.  Patients  w^ere  also  sent  to 
Papworth  Village  Settlement,  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital, 
Harefield  Emergency  Hospital,  Elswick  Sanatorium  and  Royal 
Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Bracknell. 

(ii.)  Isolation  Hospital — 2  Blocks  giving  12  beds  for  males 
and  12  for  females  was  the  pre-war  arrangement,  but  this  has  had 
to  be  modified  as  required. 

(hi.)  Cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  in  adults  were  sent  to 
Papworth  Village  Settlement  and  the  local  general  hospital. 
Children  were  sent  to  The  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Cripples’  Hospital, 
Alton,  the  local  general  hospitals,  the  Fletcher  Convalescent 
Home,  Cromer,  and  Cawston  Manor  (evacuated  from  Melton 
Lodge,  Great  Yarmouth).  4  lupus  patients  were  sent  for  light 
treatment  at  the  London  Hospital  and  made  62  attendances.  4 
lupus  patients  made  130  attendances  for  light  treatment  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  21  patients  with  tuberculous 
glands  made  411  attendances  for  light  treatment  at  the  local 
general  hospitals.  448  artificial  pneumothorax  refills  were  given 
in  respect  of  25  patients. 
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(iv.)  The  Poor  Taw  Infirmary  was  also  utilised  when 
necessary  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases. 

The  total  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  treated  in 
Institutions  (other  than  Poor  Law  Institutions)  was  98  adult 
males,  75  adult  females,  and  2  children.  Non-pulmonary  cases 
who  received  treatment  in  Institutions  outside  the  City  were  8 
adult  males,  1  adult  female,  and  8  children.  6  adult  males,  and 
11  children  were  treated  in  the  local  general  hospitals.  Institu¬ 
tional  treatment  is  provided  free  to  all  patients  irrespective  of 
income. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Extra  nourishment  was  supplied  in  necessitous  cases  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  orders 
were  given  for  the  supply  of  60,143  pints  of  milk,  22  lbs.  of  butter, 
3103  eggs,  and  60  lbs.  of  cod  liver  oil  and  malt.  Shelters,  bed¬ 
steads,  etc.,  are  also  provided  on  loan;  pocket  sputum  flasks  and 
disinfectants  are  given  for  the  ready  disposal  of  infected  sputum. 
The  disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  ])y  patients  has  been  carried 
out  gratuitously. 

Housing,  Etc. 

9  families  xN’ere  transferred  to  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates 
in  addition  to  families  affected  by  Clearance  activities.  No  person 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  was  compulsorily  removed  to  hospital. 


CANCER. 

The  Cancer  Act,  1939,  came  into  operation  on  the  29th 
March,  1939,  but  owing  to  the  War,  Local  Authorities  have  at  the 
moment  been  given  until  31st  IMarch,  1943,  to  submit  their 
arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  disease  to 
the  Minister  of  Health. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Norfolk  &  Norwich  Hospital 
for  the  operative  and  radium  treatment  of  Cancer.  This  hospital 
is  the  Regional  Radium  Centre  for  this  district  and  has  a  loan 
from  the  Radium  Commissioner  of  410  milligrams  or  radium. 
Cancer  cases  are  also  admitted  to  Woodlands  Hospital. 
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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(For  year  ended  31st  March,  1942.) 

45  persons  were  examined  for  blindness;  34  were  certified 
blind.  25  cases  on  the  observation  register  were  re-examined; 
4  were  certified  blind.  9  persons  moved  into  the  City,  making 
a  total  of  47  new  cases  registered.  36  names  were  removed  from 
the  register,  32  due  to  death  and  3  persons  removed  to  other 
districts.  8  blind  persons  were  re-examined,  1  of  whom  was  de¬ 
certified.  There  were  193  males  and  211  females  on  the  register 
on  the  31st  March,  1942. 

Of  these,  38  males  and  14  females  were  in  employment;  14 
males  and  11  females  in  Institutions;  3  males  were  under  training; 
1  male  and  1  female  were  at  the  East  Anglian  School  for  Blind 
and  Deaf  Children  (evacuated  to  Wales). 

£Vd,l^A  5s.  9d.  was  paid  during  the  year  to  a  \veekly  average 
number  of  265  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind  persons 
and  their  dependants.  277  blind  persons  were  receiving  allow¬ 
ances  on  the  31st  March,  1942.  Sums  received  from  other 
Authorities  under  Sec.  3  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  and  in 
connection  with  War  Evacuees  amounted  to  ;£70()  17s.  lid.,  and 
;£555  11s.  7d.  was  paid  to  other  Authorities. 

Fixed  annual  sums  paid  under  Section  102  (1)  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  were  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 
The  accounts  of  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind  showed  a 
deficit  for  the  year  1940-41  of  ;£'360,  and  on  the  application  of 
the  Management  of  the  Institution  the  annual  rates  of  payment 
were  increased  as  follows  :  Workshop  employees  £84  10s.  Od.  per 
annum  to  £89  lOs.;  Home  Residents  under  the  age  of  40',  £72  16s. 
per  annum  to  £80;  and  Home  Residents  over  the  age  of  40  from 
£49  8s.  per  annum  to  £59  8s.  These  payments  are  to  be  reviewed 
each  year  in  consultation  with  the  appropriate  local  authorities. 
A  grant  of  £10  w^as  continued  to  the  Institution  to  assist  a  blind 
person  in  his  ^vork  of  piano  tuning. 

The  Home  Teachers  paid  3867  visits  and  gave  333  lessons  in 
Handicrafts,  Braille  and  Moon  at  the  homes  of  blind  persons. 
They  also  conducted  an  informal  class  in  Handicrafts  at  Church¬ 
man  House  on  one  half-day  each  week.  About  8  persons  attended 
regularly  and  received  302  lessons  in  Knitting,  Straw  Baskets, 
Pulp  Cane  and  Seagrass.  An  average  of  6  persons  also  attended 
a  Talking  Book  Machine  Class  held  at  Churchman  House  on 
Thursday  afternoons. 
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1  two-valve  and  1  three-valve  wireless  sets,  4  all-mains  sets, 
1  portable  set  and  152  Relays  are  in  use  by  blind  persons  through 
the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund.  Free  Relay  Service  has 
now  been  arranged  in  10  cases  where  blind  persons  had  a 
“Relay”  installed  prior  to  blindness.  Batteries  and  other 
accessories  can  be  purchased  through  the  Health  Department 
from  the  British  Wireless  Fund  for  the  Blind  at  reduced  prices. 
The  Southern  Regional  Association  for  the  Blind  makes  grants 
for  the  maintenance  of  Wireless  Sets  and  Relays.

My  Cord  T^Iayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
Medical  vService  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941.  As- 
in  previous  years,  the  arrangement  is  mainly  in  accordance  with 
the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Education,  but  the  report  has  been 
curtailed.  Dr.  Riddel,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  vSchool  Medical  Service,  has  been  largely  responsible 
for  the  production  of  it. 

The  work  of  the  School  JMedical  Service  has  been  carried  out 
as  far  as  possible  on  normal  lines  with  some  success  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  will  understand  that  the  War  has  certainly  caused  some- 
difficulties,  chiefly  in  the  lack  of  efficiency  caused  by  the  necessity 
to  emplo}/  temporary  staff,  however  willing  this  personnel  may  be. 

There  is  one  small  point  in  school  management  to  which  I 
should  like  to  draw  attention.  Going  round  the  schools,  one 
notices  children  dancing  in  the  school  halls  in  bare  feet.  This 
is,  of  course,  only  x)ossible  where  school  floors  are  kept  in  good 
condition,  i.e.,  free  from  splinters,  but  I  should  like  to  draw 
attention  to  the  excellence  of  this  custom.  It  is  such  an  en¬ 
couragement  to  the  scholars  towards  the  cleanliness  as  matters  of 
personal  pride  and  public  opinion  are  very  potent  forces.  More¬ 
over,  this  habit  gives  the  teachers  a  very  good  opportunity  for 
unobtrUvSive  examination,  of  the  scholars  for  cleanliness,  etc.  I 
think  this  practice  should  be  encouraged  as  far  as  possible. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  members  of  the  Education  Committee, 
the  Teachers  and  the  Staff  who  have  given  us  their  best  assistance 
during  the  year  and  also  to  thank  certain  private  practitioners  of 
the  City  for  help  and  opinion  concerning  children  in  their  care.

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(1)  staff.  The  permanent  whole-time  Medical  Officers 
remained  unchanged.  Of  the  temporary  whole-time  staff  Miss 
K.  IM.  Drown,  M.R.C.S.  (Eng-.)^  E.R.C.P.,  relinquished  duties  on 
7th  April.  Dr.  H.  T.  Stack,  O.B.E.,  B.A.,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O. 
(Dub.),  D.P.H.,  D.M.R.E.  (Cantab.),  E.M.,  F.R.S.M.,  joined 
the  staff  as  Temp.  Asst.  M.O.H.  and  Temp.  Asst.  S.M.O.  on  3rd 
March  and  took  up  duties  as  R.M.O.  at  the  Isolation  Hos])ital 
on  1st  April.  Mrs.  E.  C.  A.  E.  Mudie,  E.C.R.P.,  E.R.C.S.  (Ed.) , 
E.R.F.P.S.  (Olas.),  commenced  duties  as  Temp.  Asst.  M.O.H. 
and  Temp.  Asst.  S.JNI.O.  on  20th  October.  In  addition,  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Bryce,  M.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  E.R.C.P.  (Lond),  Dr.  Violet 
Jewson,  M.A.  (Cantab.),  M.B.,  Ch.B.  (Man.),  and  Mrs.  M. 
Rutledge,  M.A.,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  B.A.O.  (Dub.),  assisted. 

The  part-time  Medical  Officers  remained  the  same  with  the 
exception  that  Mr.  G.  K.  McKee,  F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  M.R  C.S. 
(Eng.),  E.R.C.P.  (Eond.),  temporarily  succeeded  jMr.  H.  A. 
Brittain,  M.A.  (Dub.),  M.B.,  M.Ch.,  B.A.O.,  F.R.C.S.,  as 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  on  13th  August,  the  latter  having  joined 
H.M.  Forces. 

The  Dental  Officers  remained  unchanged.  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  numbered  14  at  the  end  of  the  year,  including 
one  temporary,  there  being  one  temporary  vacancy.  Miss  M.  E. 
Johnston  and  Miss  B.  G.  Williamson  were  still  serving  with  H.M. 
Forces.  In  addition,  there  was  a  Tuberculosis  Visitor  and  School 
Nurse  and  an  Orthopaedic  Masseuse.  , 

The  clerical  staff  numbered  38,  including  4  engaged  wholly 
and  2  partially  on  School  Medical  work,  6  on  Civil  Defence,  and 
8  in  the  office  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  Three  clerk 
attendants — one  part-time — were  engaged  in  the  Dental  Clinic, 
and  one  non-qualified  person  was  engaged  on  the  cleansing  of 
children’s  heads. 

(2)  War=time  Changes.  Staff.  Two  of  the  medical  officers 
are  still  mainly  employed  on  civil  defence  work.  The  staff  con¬ 
tinue  to  perform  civil  defence  duties  out  of  hours.  The  clerical 
staff  now  consists  entirely  of  recent  appointments,  which  are 
mainly  temporary — all  the  males  having  joined  H.M.  Forces. 

Schools.  Thorpe  Hamlet  Primary  Boys’  and  Colman  Road 
Infants’  Schools  are  still  used  as  first  aid  posts,  while  Surrey 
Street  and  Duke  Street  Schools  are  still  used  as  ambulance  depots. 
All  schools  were  in  full  session  throughout  the  year  with  the 
•exception  of  Earkman  Eane  where,  owing  to  the  lack  of  accom- 
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modation,  the  scholars  attend  approximately  half  time.  During 
the  winter  months  the  school  hours  were  shortened  to  9.30  a.m. 
to  3.30  p.m.,  the  dinner  interval  being  cut  by  half  an  hour. 
Medical  Inspections  were  carried  out  normally,  but  as  a  great  deal 
of  time  was  devoted  to  diphtheria  immunizing,  Schick  testing, 
and  to  re-examination  of  children  having  milk  or  meals,  some  700 
routine  inspections  were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Clinics.  All  clinics  functioned  normally.  The  district  clinics 
have  greatly  relieved  the  pressure  on  the  central  clinic,  and  much 
school  time  was  saved,  though  at  a  considerable  cost  of  staff  time. 
There  were  11,322  attendances  at  the  central  clinic  and  25,022  at 
the  district  clinics. 

Evacuees.  Voluntary  evacuees  continue  to  arrive  in  the  city. 
As  some  were  found  to  be  verminous  and  some  mentally  defective, 
it  was  considered  essential  that  they  should  not  be  admitted  to 
school  until  certified  fit  at  the  clinic.  The  Director  of  Education 
accepted  this  view  and  put  the  recommendation  into  effect.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  170  evacuees  of  school  age  and  204  under  school  age 
in  respect  of  whom  billeting  allowances  are  paid  under  the 
Government  Evacuation  scheme  arrived,  while  235  remained  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Doubtless  there  are  many  more  who  have 
made  arrangements  privately.  None  of  the  mental  defectives  had 
been  certified  prior  to  arrival  in  this  city. 

School  Air  Raid  Shelters.  Improvements  in  the  artificial 
lighting  and  heating  were  made  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the 
refinement  in  notifying  an  urgent  alert  and  other  factors,  the 
shelters  were  used  infrequently  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Health  of  Children.  The  health  of  children  continues  to 
remain  very  good.  A  careful  lookout  is  kept  for  malnutrition, 
and  teachers  are  encouraged  to  refer  suspected  cases  to  the  clinic 
or  to  the  doctor  at  school.  The  nutrition  on  the  whole  remains 
good,  and  there  is  little  change  from  the  previous  year,  while 
the  number  of  children  receiving  extra  nourishment  continues  to 
increase.  This  increase  is  due  to  carrying  out  the  Board  of 
Education’s  recommendation  to  supply  as  many  children  as  pos¬ 
sible  with  a  school  dinner.  There  has  been  some  delay  in  get¬ 
ting  the  recommendations  for  meals  put  into  operation. 

Some  deterioration  of  clothing  and  footwear  has  been  noted. 
Scabies,  as  was  expected,  shows  a  marked  increase — 240'  cases  as 
compared  with  73  in  1940.  The  difficulty  in  dealing  with  this 
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has  been  that  although  the  children,  have  been  treated  and  cured^ 
they  have  been  re-infected  by  some  member  of  the  household  at 
work  who  has  not  had  effective  treatment  carried  out.  Other 
skin  diseases  show  a  fall  while  for  the  first  time  on  record  there 
has  not  been  a  single  case  of  that  former  bugbear — ringworm  of 
the  scalp. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  there  was  a  slight  increase 
in  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  remained  epidemic,  measles  abated, 
while  whooping-cough  became  epidemic.  Seven  deaths  occurred 
from  infectious  disease — 3  from  diphtheria,  2  from  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis,  1  from  polio-myelitis,  and  1  from  a  probable 
encephalitis. 

f 

There  was  no  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a  school 
child  and  13  cases  of  non-pulmonary  as  compared  with  8.  There 
was  not  only  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  with  dirty 
heads,  chiefly  nits — 320  against  229  in  1940 — but  also  an  increase 
in  tlie  degree — several  being  found  grossly  verminous. 

There  were  19  deaths  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
14  years.  The  causes  of  death  were : — Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  2  ;  Appendicitis  1 ;  Heart  Disease  2  ;  Nephritis  1 ;  War 
Operations  2 ;  Road  Traffic  Accidents  2 ;  Acute  Rheumatism  1 ; 
Acute  Infection — probably  Kncephalitis  1 ;  Diphtheria  2 ;  Cancer 
1;  Polio-myelitis  and  Polio-encephalitis  1;  Necrosis  of  Liver  1 ; 
Pneumonia  1 ;  Streptococcal  Meningitis  1.  There  was  also  a  death 
from  Diphtheria  in  a  school  child  aged  4  years. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  conduct  or  regime  of  the 
certified  special  school. 

(3)  Medical  Inspection.  The  numbers  of  children

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11,322  attendances  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic,  and  the  Saturday  morning  “special”  Clinics  at 
Churchman  House,  and  20,560  at  the  District  Clinics,  exclusive 
of  attendances  for  the  treatment  of  discharging  ears. 

Treatment  of  Otorrhcea. 

124  new  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year,  50  cases 
recurred,  and  208  continued  from  the  previous  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  357  cases  on  the  books. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  Senior  School  Dental  Officer  Reports  :  — 

1941  has  been  more  normal  than  any  since  the  War  began. 
There  have  been  no  changes  in  Staff,  and  few  sirens.  Owing  to 
curtailed  bus  services,  children  from  the  outlying  districts  failed 
to  keep  appointments,  with  the  result  that  a  certain  amount  of 
time  was  lost.  However,  the  Committee  decided  partially  to 
decentralise  the  dental  work,  with  the  result  that  since  March, 
1941,  an  Assistant  Dental  Officer,  with  a  Clerk  Attendant,  has 
done  all  the  conservative  work  for  certain  Schools  on  the  School 
premises,  children  from  these  schools  coming  to  Churchman 
House  only  for  extractions,  or  as  casuals.  The  scheme  has 
worked  well.  Not  only  has  it  been  a  saving  of  expense  to  the 
parents,  but  a  considerable  saving  in  School  time,  and  the  Dental 
Officer’s  time.  It  is  to  be  recommended  that,  after  the  War,  the 
Committee  ^vill  see  their  way  to  increase  the  Dental  Staff  and 
have  at  least  two  Dental  Officers  permanently  working  at  Schools, 
in  this  way  achieving  the  ideal  of  offering  Dental  treatment  to 
every  school  child  every  six  months. 

Parents  are  still  not  anxious  to  have  their  children’s  teeth 
filled,  but  we  find  very  little  opposition  to  extractions.  I  am 
convinced  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  parents,  rather  than  have 
a  fuss,  take  the  line  of  least  resistance,  and  give  way  to  the  child. 
A  solution  to  this  deplorable  state  of  affairs  must  be  found.  We 
have  had  cases  where  the  parents  have  refused  treatment  for  five 
years,  and  then  accepted  treatment  before  the  child  leaves  School, 
and  we  have  had  to  extract  many  teeth  and  provide  artificial 
dentures  at  the  expense  of  the  Committee. 

With  reference  to  the  Secondary  School  child,  we  rely  at  the 
moment  upon  the  Medical  Officers  referring  to  Churchman  House 
those  whom  they  consider  in  need  of  treatment.  I  am  sure 
nobody  realises  the  time  lost  at  School  through  dental  defects. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  a  private  Dental  Surgeon  in  the 
City  for  time  and  help  given  to  us,  and  also  for  arranging  for 
children  to  be  X-rayed  at  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital. 
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Orthop.?:dic  Treatment. 

229  new  cases  (Elementary)  and  44  new  cases  (Secondary) 
were  referred  during  the  year.  473  Elementary  and  80  Secondary 
scholars  continued  treatment  from  the  previous  year.  5  were 
treated  in  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  and  16  in  General  Hospitals. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  527  Elementary  and  89  Secondary 
eases  were  under  observation  or  treatment. 

Tuberculosis  Cases.  3  new  cases  attended  the  Clinic,  and 
15  other  cases  continued  attendance  from  the  previous  year.  The 
diagnoses  in  these  cases  were  Hip  9;  Knee  1;  Spine  5;  Other 
Bones  and  Joints  3.

Uncleanliness. 

The  School  Nurses  made  37,796  examinations  in  the 
Elementary  Schools  and  1935  in  the  Secondary  Schools.  252 
Elementary  and  5  Secondary  scholars  were  found  unclean. 
Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  Sec.  73  of  the  Norwich 
Corporation  Act,  1933,  on  parents  in  respect  of  0‘8%  of  the 
children  examined.  (This  percentage  figure  is  based  on  the 
number  of  individual  children  found  unclean  by  the  School 
Nurses  only.) 

366  notices  were  served  concerning  320  children,  including 
those  found  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  School  Nurses, 
316  children  were  cleansed — 187  compulsorily,  39  at  parents’ 
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request,  and  58  voluntarily  by  parents.  32  children  were 
cleansed  on  more  than  one  occasion  during  the  year  as  under : —

3  children  left  school  and  were  not  cleansed.  1  child  was 
under  school  age  but  attending  school  and  the  parents  refused  to 
bring  it  to  the  clinic  or  permit  it  to  return  to  school. 

10  parents  were  prosecuted  in  respect  of  13  individual 
children.  In  2  cases  fines  of  10/-,  in  3  fines  of  5/-,  and  in  9 
fines  of  2/6,  were  inflicted.  1  case  was  dismissed.  Letters  of 
warning  were  sent  in  3  cases. 

18  other  cases  of  uncleanliness  were  dealt  with  at  the  Clinic, 
no  Statutory  Notices  being  issued  in  respect  of  these  cases. 

No'  notice  re  uncleanliness  of  clothing  was  issued. 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases.  Scarlet  Fever  continued  prevalent 
from  1940  with  235  cases,  and  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken 
Pox  increased.  During  the  year  4387  new  cases  (3270  school 
children  and  1117  others)  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 
2552  final  tests- — 2043  school  children  and  509  others — were  done, 
of  which  45  school  children  and  5  others  gave  positive  results. 
From  1935,  the  date  on  which  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics 
commenced  in  Norwich,  a  total  of  10,050  cases  have  been  injected, 
and  7104  cases  have  produced  a  satisfactory  Schick  negative  result. 
Approximately  6600  of  the  children  attending  school  at  the  end 
of  the  year  have  been  immunised — that  is,  40'4%. 

415  children,  of  whom  271  were  under  school  age,  were  pro¬ 
tected  against  whooping  tough. 

(5)  Provision  of  Meals.  On  31st  December,  2280  Elementary 
and  206  Secondary  school  scholars  were  receiving  milk  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Medical  Officer ;  7 47  Elementary  and  86 
Secondary  school  scholars  similarly  were  receiving  meals. 
Children  receiving  milk  or  meals  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
Medical  Officer  are  re-examined  every  few  months. 
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All  the  schools  made  use  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s 
Scheme.  The  Health  Committee  supplied  638  pints  of  Accredited 
Milk  to  12  children  who  were  unable  to  attend  school  through 
illness  or  disability.  Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year 
for  the  invalid  children  under  the  Visiting  Teacher  tO'  have 
voluntary  milk. 

(6)  Co=operation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  Enquiry  and 
Welfare  Officers  and  Voluntary  Bodies.  The  co-operation  of 
parents,  teachers,  etc.,  has  been  given  as  in  previous  years.

At  the  Secondary  Schools,  of  the  866  girls  examined,  parents 
were  present  with  471  or  54’4%  ;  of  the  669  bo3^s  examined, 
parents  were  present  with  293,  or  43*8%. 

(7)  Blind,  Deaf  and  Epileptic  Children.  The  East  Anglian 
School  at  Gorleston  was  evacuated  to  Wales  in  June,  1940. 

Blind  Children.  1  boy  and  1  girl  were  on  the  register  on 
the  1st  January,  1942. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Children.  During  the  year  2  boj^s  and  1 
girl  attended  the  School,  the  2  boys  leaving  for  employment 
before  the  end  of  the  3^ear.  The  parents  of  1  boy  and  3  girls 
would  not  consent  to  attendance  at  the  school,  and  the  4  children 
were  admitted  to  Elementary  Schools.  1  of  the  girls,  on  attaining 
the  age  of  14  years,  left  school  by  permission  to  enter  employ¬ 
ment. 

Epileptic  Children.  At  the  end  of  the  year  2  boys  and  1  girl 
were  at  Lingfield,  and  1  boy  at  St.  Elizabeth’s  (R.C.)  School  for 
Epileptics,  Much  Hadham,  Herts. 

Mental  Defectives.  34  boys  and  31  girls  were  examined  for 
mental  deficiency.  18  boys  and  9  girls  were  recommended  for 
the  dull  and  backward  class,  10  boys  and  16  girls  for  the  Special 
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Day  School,  2  boys  and  2  girls  for  reference  to  the  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Committee,  2  boys  and  3  girls  to  remain  at  ordinary  school, 
and  2  boys  and  1  girl  for  re-examination  at  the  end  of  12  months. 
In  addition,  15  boys  and  10  girls  already  attending  the  Special 
Day  School  were  brought  forward  for  special  examination.
